towering mountains, is happy to report good news, 

for God is blessing and thousands have been to 
Calvary who had never heard the beautiful story of re- 
demption before. Approximately, six hundred revivals 
have been conducted since the last Assembly with 5,090 
conversions, 1,890 sanctified, and 1,558 receiving the Bap- 
tism of the Holy Ghost. Six hundred and nine born- 
again believers have been blessed by the experience of 
water baptism. We have had a net increase in member- 
ship of 836, making a total of 3,519 members, and have 
organized 5 new churches. California has 74 churches, 
with a number of missions soon to be organized. There 
are 82 Sunday Schools, and 77 Y.P.E.’s teaching the Word 
of Life to the teeming population of this great State. 
Our youth program has made great strides in every de- 
partment and we rejoice in having the services of Broth- 
er Paul LaVerne Walker as our youth leader. 

California has the privilege of sending its teen-agers 
and young ministers to a Church of God High School 
called “West Coast Bible School.” This institution is lo- 
cated in Fresno, and the 1955-56 term has been its great- 
est year in attendance, conversions, and progress. The 
entire State is well represented with the largest number 
of Church of God boys and girls enrolled in its history. 
The West Coast Bible School Choir has made appear- 
ances in various parts of the State, with singing that is 
second to none in preparation, presentation, and anoint- 
ing. A competent teaching staff under the able leader- 
ship of our state youth director has been instrumental 
in giving to the youth of this State a vision that will be 
a flame of fire to their local churches. 

Our State Headquarters has been moved to Fresno, 
due to its central location and a new parsonage with a 
five-room state office. It will be ready for occupancy 
within the next six weeks. Our tithes and missions and 
orphanage offerings have seen a remarkable increase. 
Four new church buildings have been dedicated, and more 
are under construction. 

While California is known to the world at large for 
its glitter and pomp, movie stars and fabulous night spots, 
we, of the Church of God, can say that California is 
experiencing a much greater phenomenon—that of the 
moving of the Spirit of God in a mighty way. The sick 
are made well; wounded souls receive balm for their 
spirits, and sinners are made new men in Jesus Christ, 
our Lord. This is only the beginning, for we are working 
for, and expecting the greatest revival, in the coming 
months, that this State has ever known. With ministers

LEE COLLEGE 


New Mexico has always been outstanding in the num- 
ber of students attending Lee. This year, we have had 
6 students for each semester according to recent cor- 
respondence from President Carroll. 


BUILDING PROGRAM 


A tremendous property improvement has been 
achieved. With better churches and parsonages, we will 
have a greater opportunity to reach more people for 
Christ and the Church. God has blessed us with 7 
church buildings (built or purchased), plus 2 completely 
remodeled. Thirteen parsonages and dwellings have 
been built or purchased. This includes the new state 
parsonage. Besides this, 3 parsonages have had major 
remodelings. All of the property throughout the State 
has been improved. Our parsonages, as a rule, are nicely 
furnished, as well as our churches.

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ANY LETTERS OF inquiry have been received 

relative to the tithing system of the Church. 

Some are seeking information; others are criti- 
cizing the entire financial program or various phases 
of it. Few, if any, ever give any scriptural reference 
for their views. Some feel that it is very unfair for 
one to be forced to pay tithes and another be exempt. 
They get disturbed because they think some minister 
doesn’t pay tithes. Some seem to feel that paying tithes 
is a penalty that God has put on everyone. They seem 
to forget the entire purpose of tithing. They think that 
it is altogether unfair for an evangelist to pay tithes 
and the pastor or some other minister to get by without 
it. 

God does not require people to pay tithes to punish 
them, or to penalize them, or to exact something from 
them. Paying tithes is not a tax, but God has ordained 
that everyone is entitled to a living. To Adam it was 
by the sweat of his brow; to the minister, they who 
preach the gospel shall live of the gospel. 

When the children of Israel crossed over Jordan, God 
ordered that each tribe should be given an inheritance 
except the Levites (or preachers) who should live of the 
tithe of the land. The only reason the people were re- 
quired to pay tithes was so that the Levites (or preachers) 
could live. The purpose of paying tithes is only to 
support God’s work or the Church. Under the Law 
the people brought the tithes to the storehouse where 
the Levites were paid, but the Levites (or preachers) 
who received tithes paid tithes. To whom? Back into 
the treasury from whence he received it just so it could 
be said that he paid tithes? No, but to the high priest 
so he could live. To whom did the high priest pay tithes? 
To no one. Why? Because he was the last one to be 
supplied. God only requires tithing to support the ministry. 
When that need is supplied, He demands no more. 

The teaching of the Church of God is based on the 
Scripture. The people pay tithes into the local church 
for the support of the ministry. The local church pays 
tithes to genera! headquarters, called the tithe of the 
tithes, for the support of the general officials. The 
remaining 90 per cent remains in the local treasury for 
the support of the pastor and evangelist, including the 
state overseer. How much goes to the state overseer or 
state treasury? The ministers have agreed “that an equal 
amount” or the same amount that is sent to headquarters 
be sent to the state treasury. 

There seems to be a feeling among some that all of 
the money coming into the local church treasury should 
belong to the local church pastor. If so, there would 
be no support for the general church and we could 
have only local, independent churches. Not only that, but 
most of the pastors did not organize the churches where 
they are pastoring. They may be pastoring a church 
that some other minister organized and turned over to 
them. Furthermore, it may be that the minister who 
organized the church is now old and unable to preach, 
but is still entitled to some of the fruits of his labor, 
which he now receives, because 10 per cent of the tithes 
is set aside for aged ministers’ pension fund. 

Inasmuch as the Bible requires that the Levite who 
received tithes pay tithes, the Church requires all 
ministers to tithe. A minister’s ministerial license may 
be revoked if he fails to pay tithes. In order to see 
that every minister complies with the Biblical demand, 
the Church has gone so far as to request the local

church clerks to take a tenth of all tithes coming into 
their treasury and send it to headquarters. Thereby, none 
can say that some of the local pastors are not tithing; 
nor can they accuse them of sending in only a part 
of the tithes. This rule has kept down much criticism 
and misunderstanding. No pastor can be accused of 
holding back a part of his tithes. 

The money that the preacher receives which has not 
been tithed, such as offerings, money from secular work, 
etc., should be tithed and sent to the local church or 
general headquarters. 

Ministers who receive money from a tithe fund do 
not tithe it again. Those who are not ministers should 
tithe their income regardless of the source from which 
they receive it. 

Some local churches do not receive enough tithes to 
support their pastor, so the church must supplement him 
from free will offerings or other sources, or he may 
have to work at secular work to support his family. 
Since his income from these sources has not been tithed, 
he pays tithes on it. 

Some churches receive more than enough to support 
their pastor, and the surplus is used for the support 
of the ministry as may be decided by the state over- 
seer, pastor and church. It may go to evangelists, needy 
pastors or the support of pastors in new fields. 
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“And, behold, I have given 
the children of Levi all the tenth 
; & in Israel for an inheritance ... ,’”’ Numbers 18:21. 
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State Treasury 


The amount of money sent to the state treasury in 
many states is not sufficient to support the state over- 
seer and he must be supplemented from other sources. 
In some states it is more than sufficient. It may not 
only pay the state overseer his salary, but also office 


f and traveling expense, also the state youth director 
and state secretary and treasurer. After the state over- 

seer and state youth director have been paid, the sur- 

l plus is used to supplement the income of underpaid 


pastors and evangelists. Last year more than $165,000 
was paid to underpaid ministers from state funds. 


Tithe of Tithes Coming to Headquarters 


The tithe of tithes coming to headquarters is used 
for the support of the general officials at headquarters 
and the ministry in general. At the present time our 
records show the following: 


& Twenty-five per cent of all tithes coming to head- 

quarters is set aside in a separate fund to be used for 
the support of home missions, or for the support of 
states whose income is not sufficient to pay its opera- 
tional expense. Approximately ten per cent of this twenty- 
five per cent is used to pay the salary of state over- 
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seers, their traveling expense, moving expense, etc. in 
the mission states. Fifteen per cent of this amount is 
used for evangelism in these states. It pays the moving 
expense of ministers to the state and supplements the 
income of evangelists and underpaid pastors. 

Ten per cent of the tithes coming to headquarters is 
set aside for the benefit of aged ministers to pay pen- 
sions and supplement the income of our retired ministers. 

Three per cent goes to assist disabled ministers who 
become inactive in the ministry. 

Two per cent goes for widows of deceased ministers 
who have no other means of support. 

Three per cent goes to provide an insurance plan 
for ministers which at the present time, with a small 
monthly premium from them, provides each minister 
with a $4,000 insurance policy. 

Fifteen per cent is set aside for an educational program 
to educate our youth and prepare young people for the 
ministry. It is divided among our schools in Cleveland, 
Tennessee; Minot, North Dakota; Estevan, Canada; 
Fresno, California; and South Africa. 

Twelve and one-fourth per cent was used last year 
for expansion which was applied to the cost of enlarging 
our general offices at headquarters. 

Nine per cent was used for paying the salaries and 
traveling expenses of the General Executive Committee. 
It paid the salaries of the General Overseer, the two 
Assistant General Overseers, the General Secretary- 
Treasurer, and the Editor-in-Chief; also their traveling 
expense and the upkeep of their homes. 


Eight per cent was used for the expense incurred in 
the General Secretary-Treasurer’s department, such as 
salaries for the secretaries, bookkeepers and clerks; also 
other expenses, such as postage, printing, office supplies, 
ministers’ and clerks’ report books, telephone, telegraph, 
legal expense, janitor’s salary and supplies, maintenance 
of lights, water and fuel for the general offices. 

Four per cent was appropriated for board meeting 
expense, delegates to conventions, Supreme Council meet- 
ings, the General Assembly expense, donations to the 
American Bible Society for distribution of Bibles, dona- 
tions to the National Association of Evangelicals, the 
Pentecostal Fellowship of North America, the Red Cross, 
Community Chest, etc. 

Four and three-fourths per cent was used for the 
support of the National Youth Department and its pro- 
motional program, such as paying the salaries of the 
National Youth Director’s assistant, secretaries and of- 
fice force, including their expenses and underwriting the 
expenses incurred in regional youth conventions and oth- 
er meetings. 

The remaining four per cent was used for emergencies 
and miscellaneous purposes, which included insurance on 
properties owned by the General Church, equipment for 
offices, special appropriations and emergency loans. 

From July 1, 1955, to January 25, 1956, the general 
fund helped support nineteen state overseers in nonself- 
supporting states. It spent $75,000 helping local churches 
to get started in places where they could not get help 
otherwise. It appropriated $25,000 to underpaid pastors 
and evangelists in the mission states. It paid $65,000 to 
aged ministers, disabled ministers, and ministers’ widows. 
It paid $58,700 to Lee College, Northwest Bible School, 
West Coast Bible School, International Bible College in 
Western Canada, and Berea Bible Seminary in South Af- 
rica. It paid $23,000 for ministers’ group insurance.

to the State by the overseer because it was in such 
a vast territory. The first church organized in the 
State was South Phoenix, late in 1920. It was followed 
by one at Bisbee early in 1930; later followed East 
Phoenix, late in 1930. Tucson and Mesa were organized 
in 1940 and 1941. These churches did not gain to the 
proportion of fully supporting a pastor for several years. 
The churches had a difficult time keeping pastors. Some- 
times they would have two or more changes during 
one year. In 1941, Arizona was separated from Cali- 
fornia and Nevada and Brother C. C. Rains was appointed 
as overseer of the State. He secured a State parsonage in 
Phoenix. Because of close oversight and ministers who 
came into the state with a missionary vision, there were 
other churches organized during Brother Rains’ ministry 
here—East Washington Street (now Forty-fourth Street), 
Clifton, Peoria (now Glendale), Prescott (later 
disbanded) and Winslow. In 1943, (September) Brother 
O. C. Crank was appointed as overseer. Under his ad- 
ministration the following churches were organized: 
Coolidge, Globe (later disbanded) and Douglas (now 
Mexican Church). The churches in the state increased 
until at least three were able to support a full-time 
minister. 

In 1946 (September) Brother John E. Douglas was ap- 
pointed as overseer. Under Brother Douglas’ four-year 
administration the churches were strengthened to the 
place where most of them had their own church build- 
ings, and at least four had some kind of parsonages 
or living quarters in the church buildings for the pastors 
and their families. Also, the following churches were or- 
ganized: Sunnyslope, Casa Grande (later disbanded), 
Central Heights (later disbanded), and Eloy. 

In 1950, Brother Y. W. Kidd was appointed to the 
state. Under his administration, the churches were 
strengthened considerably and improvements were made 
throughout the State. The South West Church was 
organized and a new parsonage was built. Chandler was 
organized and a dwelling house purchased; two rooms 
of which were used for a mission hall after the par- 
titions were removed. 

In 1952, Brother C. W. Collins was appointed as 
overseer of the State. Since his coming to the State, 
all churches have been greatly strengthened and many 
property improvements have been made throughout the 
state. The following churches have been organized: North 
Twenty-third Avenue, Phoenix, Fry, Yuma, Globe, Tempe, 
East Tucson, Queen Creek and Casa Grande. We have 
a mission at Tucsonita which we expect to organize 


soon.

HISTORY 


As early as the year of 1913, evangelistic efforts were 
made in and around Los Angeles, California. However, 
it was not until early in 1920 that a Church of God was 
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established in Baldwin Park, a small town near the city 
of Los Angeles. This little church became the Mother 
Church in this state and was for many years the only 
church in this area. On the surface, the Church of God 
seemed to make slow progress, suffering many hard- 
ships, but the membership in Baldwin Park remained 
faithful and conducted evangelistic efforts to enlarge 
their borders. 

Brother J. H. Ingram came West in 1929 and im- 
mediately organized a church in Long Beach, another 
town near Los Angeles. Churches in the southern part 
of California began to spread, and a number of or- 
ganized churches and missions came into being within 
a hundred-mile radius of Baldwin Park. By the end 
of 1930, California had eighteen churches; they had 
reached the central part of the state, the first 
church in this section being in Tulare, California. The 
Church of God spread rapidly in this vicinity and a large 
number of churches reaching to the northern tip of the 
state were set in order. 

The following years saw a number of able, competent 
leaders, and a steady, solid increase of church member- 
ship, in spite of many setbacks. During the past ten 
years, California has seemed to burst forth as radiant 
as the sun, and gains have been phenomenal and out- 
standing. 

At this writing, seventy-four churches carry the ban- 
ner of the Church of God, and a number of missions 
are open to all who will enter and believe. This great 
State is just beginning to get her breath, and we feel, 
as the queen felt after visiting Solomon, the half has 
never yet been told of the good things that have been 
accomplished for the Kingdom of God in this Western 
State. California is rising; her star is ascending and we, 
who know her, firmly believe that she will be the leading 
State for the Church of God in the coming years.
